Astiey’s, Galt’s, Morris’ and 
the Grovd Certra' Cellars received 
more or less water. Stovel'’s was fill- 
ed to the floor, the water, lapping the 
top steps of the stairs. Luckily. he 
had not had times ta get his gnods 
replaced after the previous deluge, 
having been engaged in removing the 
large quantities of Aiberta’s  pro- 
lific seil which had, been) deposited 
there. Astley, less lucky, had had 
his goods replaced and was only suc- 
eeesful in getting part of them again 
brought up whem the rising walters 
overtook him and set the rest adrift 
ou the muddy tide. A steam engine 
and steam pump werd procured and 
ihe night was spent in pumping the 
water out’ of Stovel’s basement, In 
the morning ‘the operation was 
peated in Asiley’s and Galt’s.
